It's been just shy of a 
year that concemed citizens 
in Madoc decided to do 
something about the safety 
of residents, : 

Nearly a year 
Citizens on Patrol was 
launched and they are sull 
going and sill keeping ther 
eves and ears peeled, watch 
ing the streets and keeping 
the O.P.P. informed of any 
wrong-doing in the com 
munity. 

Set jeff Brooks of 
the Ontarto Provincial Po 
lice said. “These people ure 
an extra set of eyes and cars 
for us, Obviously. we can't 
be everywhere at once so 
these citizens help us out.” 

When the program 
started the group was on a 
schedule that outlined who 
was on duty when and for 
how long but that has re- 


avo 


cently changed. All mont- 


toning now is done on a 
strictly -volunteer basis, 1f 
one of the members his a 
few free hours in the 
evening and wants to go out 
around the streets then they 
can. The individual simply 
goes to the O.P.P. office 
and picksaup a “patrol bag™ 
which contains pens. note 
pads. a flashlight, a traffic 
vest and a smal] Casio com- 
puter and goes off to watch 
the Community, 

The patrol bags are a 
new item which have just

The Casio 
computer helps track down 
stolen vehicles. The citizen 
simply types i the lecence 
plate number of the vehicle 
and the computer wall tell 
then whether they have a 
“hit ora “miss”. meaning 


whether the car i stolen of, 


not. The O.PLP keeps the 
computer updated three 
times a week 
‘Tits a. 
gram. Sgt. Brooks said 
“We're not asking anyone 
to do anything heror, just 
keep their eyes open. We 
don texpect anyone to sick 
their neck out for us.” 

While most of the 
patrolling is done ina vehi- 
cle Set. Brooks did say there 
are some members who like 
to do patrols on foot but 
prefers to see them doing tt 
in their own car 

“There's a certam 
amount of safety in yeur cat 
you don't have on your 
feet.” he said. “We pretet 
it, you are in danger. you 
can get out of there as quickly 
as possible, .

During the Riel Rebellion 
in S85. cight Canadian regi 
ments Were sent west [to 
squash the Metis uprising 
under Louis Riel and Gabriel 
Dumont, and the First Na 
bons under Chief 
Poundmaker.

Car seat clinic draws good reviews

MMHAuIC HIN Pe CHOHEs were 
“latrly rigorous” but driv- 
ers Were “very cO-opera- 
tive. 

They were given an in- 
struction form that detailed 
the changes that nught be 
needed in the installation of 
the seats. 

Over the last two years 
16 police officers from the 
surrounding area have taken 
the car seat certification 
course and are now quali- 
hedtoprovide inspections, 
This brings to 26 the total 
number of qualified inspec- 
tors inthis area. 

Mr. Fell says that when 
they run these volunteer in- 
spections, the OPP and Pe- 
terborough Community Po- 
lice agree not to lay charges 
but drivers are reminded 
that if they were pulled over 
during a regular police stop 
they could face a $105 fine 
with two demenit points for 
imcorrect use Of Car seal, or 
not having achild restrained 
ina seal. 

Mr. Fell says there are a 
number of reasons why 
seals are not installed cor- 
reetly and they could in- 
clude having unclear in- 
structions, haste or finan- 
cial constraints. 

He also says that many 
parents and caregivers use 
second-hand seats which 
are now nolonger sale. Any 
seat more than ten years old 
should not be used because 
of wear and tear and the 


hikehhood of missing parts. 
“This ts areally big area 
of concern.” he added. 
The fact that not all car 
seats fit all cars properly ts 
another reason why they fail 
inspections, he said. 
When shopping for a 
child restraint system for 
their children parents should 
make sure the seat: 
» is appropriate for the 
height, weight and muscu-

If this sounds like a bal- 
ancing act, that’s because it 
is! Ontario is part of Cana- 
da‘s national system which 
balances supply with Cana- 
dian demand for milk for 
use in dairy products. 

The balance between 
supply and demand is 
achieved by attributing a 
specific share of the market 
to each dairy farm by way 
of a quota. Any farm pro- 
ducing surplus milk will 
directly pay for the cost of 
disposing this surplus onthe 
world market. The farmer 
responsible pays all of the 
cost, not the taxpaying con- 
sumer. This is obviously a 
very strong way to deter 
over-production and has 
provided a remarkably ef- 
ficient way of avoiding cost- 
ly surpluses and market 
shortages. 

There is no subsidy on 
fluid milk in Ontario all the 
costs are paid in retail price. 
While retail prices in places 
such as the U.S. may be 
somewhat lower, all Amer- 
ican taxpayers pay to subsi- 
dize lower retail prices. 

There is a direct pay- 
ment by government for 
milk used in dairy products 
such as butter and cheese.

Feed needs for 
dairy cows. 


Forages are the basic 
feed for a dairy cow, sup- 
plemented with sufficient 
grain, protein, minerals and 
vitamins to support high 
production. 

Forage consists of the 
whole plant, usually rather 
high in fibre content. Ex- 
amples are alfalfa hay, corn 
silage and pasture. 

Dairy cows usually con- 
sume forage dry matter at 
about 2.0 to 2.2 pounds per 
100 pounds of body weight. 
Thus, a 1,400 pound 
Holstein cow will consume 
between 31 and 34 pounds 
of 80 percent dry matter 
hay, or its equivalent, daily. 
Youngstock more than three 
moths of age will consume 
equivalent amounts of for- 
age, based on body weight 
at the time. 4, 

Some part-time farmers 
may choose dairy cattle 
because they have surplus 
pasture land available. Lush, 
growing pasture that is 
properly fertilized and man- 
aged can be an excellent 
source of nutrient. But the 
value decreases as it ma- 
tures, and trampling is a 
problem, resulting in nutri- 
ent waste. 

Rotating cattle and main- 
taining fences around small 
fields, to reduce nutrient 
losses, require more labour 
and is difficult to accom- 
plish. Unless this is done, a 
high level of production per 
cow seldom is achieved 
from pasture. 

Concentrate mixtures 
(feed grains, protein sup- 
plement. minerals and vita- 
muns} contain less fibre and 


“are higher in nutrient con- 


fent. As production in- 
creases, the amount of con- 
centrate mixture fed is in- 
creased to meet nutrient 
needs, 

Forage quality varies 
greatly, depending on when 
it is harvested, how. it is 
handled and how itis stored. 
Late cut forage (such as 
alfalfa in full bloom), wa- 


ter-damaged forage, and 
feeds stored where water 
leaches out much of the 
nutnents may result in the 
grain (concentrate) mix 
— ing schedule being even

cent of the forage grown. 
Storage and feeding losses 
may approach another 10 
to 20 percent. Thus the to- 
tal forage requirements (hay 
equivalent) for a Holstein 
cow and her share of the 
replacement youngstock 
may approach 8.5 tons an- 
nually. Similarly, the amount 
of concentrate mixture 
needed will approach 2.1 
and 2.6 tons per cow pro- 
ducing at the 11,( to 
14,000 pound level, respec- 
tively. 

The kind and form of 
forage fed varies tremen- 
dously in different regions 
because of climate, topog- 
raphy and soil type.

surrender’ attitude 

In 1935. the Canadian 
Press pashed the idea of re 
turning ihe bell for the 50th 
Anniversary of the Battle of 
Batoche. Much later. vist 
tors from Saskatchewan ar 
rived in Millbrook. and dis 
closed an interest in seeing 
the Bell of Batoche at the 
Legion 

They even had their pic- 
tures taken beside it. Then, 
one morning, the caretaker 


reported a break-in at the 


Legion, with the loss of the 
Bell and some medals. 
Though many attempts on 
both sides have been made 
to recover the bell, all have 
failed 

Robert Winslow then 
showed ashort video “*Who 
Stole the Bell”. which in 
cluded pictures of the Bell, 
members of the Legion voic- 
ing their feelings about the 
ownershipof the Bell--""find 
ers-keepers "--and the visi- 
tors from Saskatchewan. 

Robert explained that in 
his research he discovered 
the Midland-Hastings regi- 
ments had passed through 
Frog Lake, whose church 
was burned during the mas- 
sacre there. and he is firmly 
convinced that this was the 
bell that was stolen. 

Inotherarchival material 
he found that A. bE. Price. a 
private in the 10th Grena 
diers of Toronto, kept the 


bell in his charge, causing 
Robert to suspect the Bell 
may be somewhere in lo,

Marg Macmillan read a let- 
ler, written by a relative 
from Saskatchew an, June 23, 
1885, detailing his experi- 
ences inthe Riel Rebellion. 

Today. the Bell of Batoche 
has become a political sym- 
bol of the Metis.

Although the ma- 
chines involved with these 
aspects of science are near- 
ly impossible to pronounce

If you've ever won- 
dered how steroids were 
detected in Canadian Ol- 
ympian Ben Johnson's 
blood, then wonder no 
more. The answer lies in 
chromatography, and its 
accomplices: the Gas 
Chromatographer and the 
Liquid Chromatographer 
(nicknamed **GC"" and 
**LC’*). These instruments 
are worth approximately 
$5000 each and can tell you 
all you need to know about 
a substance by determining 
its’ “‘retention time’. Re- 
tention time is simply the 
time it takes for a substance 
to react after being injected 
into the machine. The out- 
put results in a series of 
peaks (sort of like moun- 
tain peaks) drawn onachart. 
Each substance has a dif- 
ferent retention time, so by 
examining the different 
peaks scientists can pinpoint 
different substances within 
a mixture. 
Chromatographers come in 
handy in the world of sci- 
ence to determine the im- 
pact of pesticides and oil 
spills in water. Perhaps Ben 
Johnson wishes Aft he had 
known about chromatogra- 
phy before the Olympics. 

Next, the students 
were familiarized with two 
instruments involved in

These instru- 
ments were called Infrared 
Spectrophometer(or**IR*”) 
and the Atomic Absorption 
Spectrophotometer (or 
**AA*’). By using a beam of 
light, the **IR*’ can identify 
a type of compound by the 
chemical bonds within the 
substance, that is the fortes 
holding the substance to- 
gether. Again, differing 
types of compounds have 
varying *‘peaking”’ values, 
so scientists can determine 
the substance in the com- 
pound. The *‘AA”* deter- 
mines specifically the met- 
al content in a substance 
that is dissolved in water. If 
you have $40,000 to spare, 

this handy instrument can 
tell you about how pure your 
water is, or how much met- 
al is actually in the food you 
eat. 


rhe sports we play.

NHL veteran Sheldon 
Kennedy will be passing by 
Madoc on highway 7 as part 
of his in-line skate across 
Canada to raise awareness 
about child abuse. 

Kennedy began his skate 
on May 30 in St. John’s 
Newfoundland and is ¢ex- 
pected to complete 1 on 
October 12 in Vancouver, 
British Columbia. Along the 
way on this 8,000 kilometre 
trek, Kennedy is hoping to 
raise more than $15 million 
in order to build and oper- 
ale asummier ranch for chil- 
dren who have been abused. 

The retreat, which will 
be located in Alberta, will 


be named “Anaphe Ranch” 
and will provide support for 
children who have fallen 
victim to this tragic ordeal. 

Anaphe Ranch will be- 
gin ‘construction in the 
spring of 1999. Proceeds 
from ‘tthe Skate Across 
Canada will fund this con- 
struction and through an 
endowment, provide for on- 
going programming. 

The programming et- 
forts at the ranch will be 
spearheaded by Dr. Brian 
Shaw, Chief of Child Psy- 
chiatry at Toronto's Hospi- 
tal for Sick Children. The 
ranch will deliver therapy 
to children and their fami- 
lies, subsidjzed continuing 
education to doctors, clini- 
cians, and social workers 
and be an internatiemal ret- 
erence centre for the study 
of child abuse. 

Kennedy can personally 
rélate with this cause. In 
January 1997, he publicly 
revealed that he had been a

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Even though a regional 
fundraising Campaign “has 
raised more than $1 million, 
the provincial Health Serv- 
ices Restructuring Commis- 
sion has rejected a strong 
move to bring a cardiac 
catheterization laboratory to 
Peterborough. 

In its final report, the 
HSRC decided that not 
enough patients needed the 
service. Thecommission also 
opposed the bid on the basis 
of the need of housing the 
cardiac surgery services to- 
gether with a heart lab. The 
decision indicated it opposed . 
a cath lab in Peterborough 
before 2003. 

As an alternative, the 
HSRC will ask the Ministry 
of Health to monitor, forthe 
first time, waiting lists and 
times for patients for cardiac 
catheterization--a diagnostic 
test to determine if heart 
surgery is required.

The 
CCN recommendations call 
for cath labs to be located 
with cardiac surgery serv- 
ices and that a minimum of 
500 surgical cases need to 
be performed annually to 
maintain quality, states the 
HSRC report. 

According to the HSRC, 
a cardiac program in Peter- 
borough would have 350 
surgeries a year, well below 
the minimum standard. 

The HSRC report also 


said a Peterborough cardiac 
centre would reduce the 
numbers of patients at the 
Kingston cardiac centre 
whichis currently operating 
at a low volume relative to 
other centres. 

Itwas acknowledged that 
existing cardiac centres in 
the Central East Region will 
not reach capacity before 
2003, the areas of high popu- 
lation and density are in the 
Greater Metro Toronto and 
905 area. Addressing this 
need, the HSRC has recom- 
mended a new cardiac cen- 
tre at the Mississauga site of 
the Mississayga/Queensway 
Hospital.

Chief Locke also stat- 
ed they are very happy with 
the way universal training 
is going and informed coun- 
cil they meet every Tuesday 
evening and the training is 
going well. 

Chief Locke ex- 
plained to council that be- 
cause of the recent break-in 
at the south ward firehall a 
security system will be put 
in place. "The system will 
cost approximately $545 
which will be paid for out of 
the fire department’s budg- 
et. 

A video which Chief 
Locke showed council a 
number of months back 
about automatic aid, which 
involves fire departments 
from different municipali- 
ties responding to fires clos- 
est to their halls, was differ- 
ent from what Chief Locke 
was recently explained. 

Chief Locke ex- 
plained that the fire-halls 
have to come up with a 
mutual agreement with 
neighbouring municipali- 
ties because of liability. It's 
not, as was described to 
council, who is closest to 
the fire but what department 
has the fastest response time. 

“*If it’s going to cost 
the taxpayers money than 
the Fire Marshall’s Office 
can kiss our rear ends,”* said 
Reeve Deline. 

Deline said the mu- 
nicipality will not be flipped 
the bill and it was up to the 
fire department to deal with 
the financial aspect.
